The  exportable  surplus  of 
rye  in  Poland  is  estimated  by  the  trade  to  be  27,500,000  bushels.    The  barley 
surplus  in  Rumania  is  officially  estimated  to  be  24,000,000  bushels.  The 
trade  estimates  the  Polish  barley  exportable  surplus  at  C, SCO, COO.     The  corn 
crop  of  Sungary  is  reported  to  be  of  good  quality. 


THE  UGF-LD  TOBACCO  SITUATION 


tfhile  it  is  still  too  early  to  make  any  statement  on  the  world  pro- 
duction oi  tobacco  for  1936,  information  frem  those  countries  reporting  so 
far  indicates  conditions  as  being  less  favorable  than  in  the  same  countries 
at  this  time  last  year.    Consumption  of  tobacco  in  Europe,  however,  appear 
to  show  little  or  no  effect  from  temporary  industrial  disturbances,  and 
since  the  war  most  of  the  European  buyers"  of  American  leaf  have  increased 
the^r  rate  of  imports.    Demand,  therefore,  gives  no  indication  cf  appreciate 
flecline,  and  cones  tic  bulk  leaf  prices  are  higher  than  at  this  tine  last 
year.    Cigarette  types  continue  to  represent  an  increasing  percentage  of 
the  International  tobacco  trade,  an  outstanding  sample  being  the  increase 
since  1923  in  the  imports  of  American  leaf  into  China  coincident  pita  a 
decline  in  cigarette  imports  into  that  country.

Outlook  for  winter  wheat  in  1926  -  1927 

With  average  yields,  the  probabilities  are  that  United  States  wheat  will 
remain  on  a  world  market  basis  in  1927,  if, farmers  carry' oat  their  indicated 
intention  to  increase  the  acreage  planted  by  14  per  cent.     The  world  market 
situation  for  wheat  next  year,  as  far  as  can-be  determined  at  'present ,  seems  not 
likely  to  be  materially  different  from  the  present  year,.  : There  is  little  indi- 
cation of  any  material  expansion  in  acreage  outside  the  United  States,  and  the 
carryover  next  July  is  not  likely  to  be  large.    Barring  unusually  large  yields, 
sucn  as  occurred  in  1915  and  1923  over  a  large  part  of  the  world's  wheat  area, 
foreign  competition  will  probably  be  on  a  par  with. the  present  year. 

Estimates  and  forecasts  of  production  of  the  1.925  croc  received  to  date 
from  22  countries  of  the  northern  hemisphere  indicate  a  total  crop,  outside  of 
Russia  and  China,  not  very  different  from  that  of  1925.    Although  we  have  no  defi- 
nite estimates  as  to  the  size  of  the  crops  in  Russia  and  China,  it  appears  from 
general  reports  that  while  supplies  from  Russia  may. "be  greater  than  last  year ,  the 
demand  in. the  Orient,  because  of  a  short  crop,  will  be  greater.    Should  the 
southern  Hemisphere  produce  an  average  crop,  the  total  world  supply  -of  wheat  will 
not  'be  very  different  from  what  it  was  last  year.    Furthermore,  it  seems  that  the 
apparent  pre-war  tendency  to  increase  the  demand  for  wheat  as  against  other  bread- 
stuffs  has  been  resumed  in  some  degree  in  the  last  few  years.    It  does  not  seem 
likely,  therefore,  that  the  world's  carryover  of  old  wheat  at  the  end  of  the  year 
will  be  much,  if  any,  larger  than  in  1926. 

Farmers  should  not  be  misled  by  the  relatively  high  prices  received  for  the 
wheat  crop 'harvested  in  1925,  and  under  normal  conditions  should  expect  in  1927 
prices  more  nearly  in  line  with  world  prices,    producers  of  winter  wheat  who  had 
grain  to  sell  last  year  were  in  a  particularly  favorable  position  because  of  the 
fact  that  the  United  States  had  produced  east  of  the  Rocky  Mountains  scarcely 
enough  wheat  for  domestic  needs,  and  consequently  prices  were  not  on  an  export 
basis  for  a  good  part  of  the  year.    The  effect  of  the  present  year's  larger  supply 
upon  prices  is  already  evident  in  the  relationship  between  prices  in  the  markets  of 
the  United  States  and  in  Liverpool.-  In  the  middle  of  August  last  year  December 
futures  were  higher  in  Kansas  City,  Chicago  and  Minneapolis  than  in  Liverpool, 
whereas  now  they  are  considerably  lower  than  in  Liverpool,    On  August  20,  for 
example,  futures  in  Liverpool  were  .21  cents  higher  than 'in  Kansas  City,  15  cents 
higher  than  in  Chicago  and  8  cents  higher  than  in 'Minneapolis .  ..Consequently,  while 
the  world  price  level  as  measured  in  Liverpool  is  about  the  same  as  last  year, 
larger  winter  wheat  crops  in  the  United  States  have  placed  our  markets  on  an  export 
basis,  with  domestic  prices  considerably  lower  than  last  year.

Frequent  showers  reported  by  the  United  States  Weather  bureau  in  the  Prairie 
Provinces  of  Canada  during  the'  week,  ending  August  22  may  have' delayed  harvesting  to 
some  extent  but  should  help  to  "fill, out  .the  later  sown  grains.  Below  normal  temper 
atures  reported  should  facilitate  harvesting.  Improvement  in  conditions  in  the 
Prairie  Provinces  of  Canada  indicate  to  the  "Manitoba  Free  Press  «  that  this  year's 
wheat  crop  promises  to  be  as  large  as  in  1925  according  to  the  issue  of  August  21, 
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Better  conditions  reported  for  Saskatchewan  are  responsible  for  much  of  the  improve 
meat.    Manitoba  is  expected  to  have  a  bumper  crop  While  there  is  little  change  in 
conditions  in  Alberta  from  those  reported  the  last  of  July.     Cutting  is  completed 
in  some  parts  of  Manitoba  and  two  thirds  of  the  townships  reported  harvesting  from 
60  to  100  cer  cent  completed.    In  Saskatchewan  about  35  per  cent  of  the  ^heat  appea 
to  be  cut  and  in  Alberta  25  to  30  per  cent.     The  "Free  Press"  stated  that  P^cti-i 
no  reports  had  been  received  cf  too  much  rain  but  that  warm,  dry  weather  was  needed 
to  complete  field  operations.

Early  reports  of  the  rye  harvest  in  Germany  are  favorable ,  while  in  France 
the  yielt  is  ejected  to  be  deficient.    An  informal  forecast  of  tne  French  rye  crop 
^  the  Sinister*  Agriculture  places  it  at  about  24,000,000  bus  he  ; J    only  a  little 
over  half  of  the  43,653,000  bushels  produced  last  year.    This  year's  crop  in  Latvia 
is  said  to  be  below  average  in  quality. 

Barley  and  oats  are  oromising  well  in  both  Germany  and  France.    In  Roumania 
the  barley  yield  is  reported  as  of  good  quality,  with  samples  weighing  49  to  ou 
pounds  to  the  bushel.    A  cabled  report  from  the  Agricultural  Commissioner  in  .ondor. 
states  that  while  samples  received  there  of  California  barley  were  disappoint!^, 
samples  from  Tunis  were  of  good  quality  and  Danish  and  Polish  better  than  had  been 
expected.    A  moderate  volume  of  poor  Russian  barley  was  available. 

Reports  originating  in  Russia  state  that  the  exportable  surplus  of  grain  is 
expected  \o  exceed  that  of  last  year  and  that  it  will  consist  chietly  of  wheat .  On

The  corn  crop  in  southern  Europe  is  progressing  well.     Conditions  have  been 
very  favorable  in  both  Rumania  and  Yugoslavia,  the  most  important  producing  countri 
in  ^urope.     In  Italy  also  the  croc  is  reported  to  be  satisfactory  in  condition.  In 
Hungary,  the  crop  was  in  good  condition  about  the  first  of  August  but  cold  weatner 
reported  about  the  middle  of  the  month  may  result  in  making  the  crop  late. 

Rainfall  in  India  for  the  reek  ending  August  21  was  generally  sufficient  in 
I  the  more  important  wheat  growing  provinces.    In  Punjab  rains  were  moderate,  in  tne 
.  United  Provinces  they  were  abundant,  some  parts  navmg  too  mucn.     In  the  Central 
:  provinces  weather  was  cloudy  and  rainy  with  operations  satisfactory. 
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Weather  conditions  in  Argentina  and  Australia,  have  "been  favorable  for  wheal 
growth.     Temperatures  in  the  Argentine  wheat  zone  during  the  week  ending  August  S3 
reacted  from  abnormally  #arm  weather  to  below  normal.     It  was  not  cool  enough, 
however,  to  damage  the  growing  wheat  crop,'  averaging  about  50°  E  in  the  northern 
zone  and  46°  in  the  southern.     In  the  south  where  rainfall  has  been  about  normal 
so  lar  this  season  it  was  excessive  during  the  week  under  review.     In  the  north 
where  rainfall  had  been  above  normal  it  was  light  during  this  week.  Conditions 
remain  generally  favorable  in  Australia.  ■

The  number  of  sheep  in  New  Zealand 
increased  this  year  from  24,578,000  to  24,748,000  on  April  30,  in  spite  of 
the  unfavorable  weather  experienced  in  the  most  important  sheep  districts, 
according  to  preliminary  returns  published  in  the  New  Zealand  Monthly 
Abstract  of  Statistics  for  June  1926.     Last  year  the  .increase  was  5  per  cent, 
During  the  last  3  years  the  final  return  has  shown  an  increase  over  the  pre- 
liminary figure  of  from  0,7  to  2  per  cent.     Conditions  this  year  in  Forth 
Island,  particularly  in  the  Hawkes  Bay  district,  have  been  very  dry  and  feed 
has  been  scarce.     See  page  276. 
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CANADIAN  1926  APPLE  PBOSPEGTS:     The  August  1  condition  of  the  Commercial 
apple  crop  of  Canada  points  to  a  slight  drop  in  yield  since  the  July  estimate, 
but  estimates  are  still  about  equal  to  last  year's  production  reports  the  fruit 
branch  of  the  Dominion  Department  of  Agriculture.     The  August  estimate  places 
the  yield  at  2,849,430  barrels  compared  with  the  July  estimate  of  5,045,900 
barrels  and  a  production  in  1925  of  2,883,415  barrels  .    Increases  are  reported 
in  British  Columbia  and  quebec  while  Nova  Scotia,  New  Brunswick  and  Ontario  re- 
port decreases.     The  quality  of  the  crop  is  said  to  be  uniformly  good,  promising 
normal  size  and  fairly  gocd  color.     Estimates  by  provinces  are  as  follows:

BRITISH  AND  GERMAN  FRUIT  IMPORTS  IN  JULY:     The  imports  into  the  United 
Kingdom  of  apples,  apricots,  peaches,  lemons  and  oranges  were  smaller  in  July 
than  in  June  while  the  imports  of  pears  and  plums  showed  a  large  increase.  The 
principal  development  in  the  German  fruit  imports  trade  for  July  was  the  impor- 
tation of  30,000  bushels  of  apples  from  Australia,,     This  is  the  first  recorded 
any  importance  of  their  apples  into  the  German  market,     In  general 


movement  of 


the  imports  of  fresh  fruit  into  Germany  decreased  in  July  as  compared  with  June 
while  the  takings  of  dried  fruit  increased  (See  tables  pages  277  and  278.) 
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LARGE  ALMOND  CROP  IN.  MARSEILLES  DISTRICT:     The  almond  crop  in  the 
Marseilles  district  is  expected  to  .be  considerably  larger  than  that  of  1325, 
according  to  a  report  from  Consul  Frost  at  Marseilles  forwarded  by  Traee 
Commissioner  Livengood  at  Rene.    The  1925  crop  has  been  estimated  at  be- 
tween 3,000  and  4,000  bales  of  100  kilos  each  (660,000  tc  SS2.0C0  pounds) 
and  was  the  smallest  production  on  record  for  that  region.    The  present  crop 
has  grown  under  favorable  conditions  and  whatever  damage,  if  any,  that  has 
been  done  by  cold  weather- and  rains  has- been  slight.    Favorable  reports  as 
to  the  crop  in  general  justify  the  assumption  that  quality  and  size  "/ill  be 
normal. 


THE  ITOBLD  TOBACCO  SITUATION  ■ 

Available  information  or.  tobacco  production  for  1926  in  countr-in  e  that 
have  reported  to  date  is  less  favorable  than  at  this  time  last  year.     It  is 
still  too  early  to  maize  any  statement  as  to  the  probable  world  crop  this  year 
but  figures  for  the  United  States,  Porto  Rico,  Belgium,  Bulgaria  and  Tunis 
amount  to  about  10  per  cent  less  than  the  1925  figures  fcr  tnose  countries. 
Demand  appears  to  be  in  no  danger  of  declining  in  any  consuming  country,  aid 
domestic  bulk  leaf  prices  ore  substantially  higher  than  at  this  time  last  yea 

Consumption  of  tobacco  in  Europe  appears  to  show  little  or  no  effect 
from  temporary  industrial  disturbances.     Since  the  war,  Creat  Britain,  Francs 
and  Germany  have  all  increased  their  rate  of  tobacco  imports,  the  I  u*§  :  part 
of  which  enters  domestic  consumption.     During  the  depression  of  1921-23  sli^h 
declines  were  noticeable,  particularly  in  Great  Britain,  but  even  there  th 
average  for  the  years  1321  to  1925  is  well  above  the  pre-war  average  1909-13. 
Smoke rc  tend  to  shift  from  the  more  expensive  forms  of  tobacco  t3  cheep  . 
ones  in  periods  of  industrial  depression,  but  trade  figures  indicate  t:  .  ifce 
quantity  used  is  not  affected  appreciably,  at  least  for  periods  under  si> 
months  to  a  year.    In  Great  Britain  practical l",r  all   jrades  of  cigarettes  con- 
tain more  or  less  American  leaf,  with  the  result  that  a  shift  towards  lore  - 
pneeu  3oods  must  still  include  the  use  of  considerable  quantities  of  America 
tobacco.    On  the  Continent,  an  increased  demand  for  lower-priced  goous 
stimulates  the  use  of  native  and  of  Java  tobaccos,  especially  in  France , 
Germany  and  Spain.     In  France  the  bulk  of  the  American  l«,cf  used  und<  :  ordina 
conditions  is  of  lower  grade  than  that  commonly  used  in  Great  Britain.     Au  -r 
and  Chechoslovakia  also  use  the  best  American  grades. 
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Cigarette  tobacco  types  continue  to  command  an  increasing  amount  of  attentio 
in  all  parts  of  the  world.     The  increased  use  of  cigarettes  since  the  great  war  has 
stimulated  European  interest,  notably  in  Great  Britain  and  .France,  in  increasing 
"Empire"  tobacco  production.     The  end  in  view  is  the  substitution  of  colonial  tobaccc 
as  far  as  possible  for  American  and  other  cigarette  tobaccos  now  predominant  in  that 
industry. 

The  American  cigarette  leaf  sill  finds  its  greatest  export  markets  in  Great 
Britain  and  China,    British  taste  has  been  built  primarily  on  the  American  product, 
and  the  use  of  high  grade  American  leaf  is  increasing,     The  question  of  popularizing 
colonial  brands  hinges  largely  on  producing  types  which  approach  closely  the  quality 
of  the  American  product,  and  there  has  been  a  slight  displacement  of  low  grade 
American  tobaccos  by  the  colonial  leaf  in  the  British  market ,    Future  success  of  the 
colonial  types,  however,  is  contingent  upon  the  ability  to  preserve  the  original 
characteristics  of  tobacco  grown  from  American  seed  in  a  new  environment.    Many  lead- 
ing British  brands  of  cigarettes  continue  to  stress  the  point  of  their  American 
origin,    Where  other  types  are  desired  for  blending  they  are  still  drawn  from  Turkey 
and  the  southeastern  European  countries  producing  the  Turkish  type  of  leaf.  Contin- 
ental Europe,  on  the  other  hand,  while  increasing  its  consumption  of  American  tobaeo- 
prefers  the  so-called  aromatic  tobaccos  of  Turkish  origin.     On  the  continent,  Americ 
tobaccos  generally,  which  are  all  classed  popularly  as  "Virginia"  regardless  of  the 
State  of  origin,  are  usually  viewed  as  being  too  strong.     Italy  has  attempted  the 
cultivation  of  Anerican  types,  but  so  far  the  product  has  failed  to  reproduce  the 
characteristics  of  the  American-grown  leaf,     in  all  probability,  public  taste  in 
continental  Europe  will  continue  to  favor  "Turkish"  tobacco  for  cigarettes. 

Practically  all  countries  using  American  cigarette  tobacco,  which  type  repre- 
sents the  bulk  of  our  tobacco  exports,  increased  their  takings  during  the  year  endec1 
June  30,  1926,     (see  page  249).    Exports  to  China  in  recent  years  have  increased 
almost  constantly  over  the  pre-war  average;  displacing  France  as  the  second  most 
important  consumer  of  American  leaf,  although  exports  to  France  during  the  last 
fiscal  year  were  the  largest  since .1921.  Chinese  imports  of  American  cigarettes 
reached  their  peak  in  1923  (see  page  238)  but  have  declined  somewhat  as  the  imports 
of  raw  leaf  have  increased,     Important  advances  in  marketing  cigarettes  and  tobacco 
have  been  made  in  the  Orient  in  recent  years,  but  it  is  probable  that  that  field 
offers  more  opportunities  for  further  expansion  than  any  other  foreign  market  for 
American  tobacco. 

Coincident  with  the  rapid  expansion  of  the  American  foreign  trade  in  cigarette 
leaf,  there  has  been  a  decline  in  interest  in  cigar  types,  although  a  revived 
European  interest  during  the  past  year  encountered  some  shortage  of  desirable  cigar 
leaf.     Exports  during  1925  from  Java  and  Sumatra  were  only  slightly  above  the  pre-war 
average  (see  page  270)  while  imports  of  cigar  types  into  the  United  Stater,  from  all 
sources  have  declined  appreciably,    Brazil  still  holds  an  important  place  in  the 
cigar  leaf  trade  (see  page  253).     In  pre-war  years,  practically  all  of  the  Brazilian 
export  went  to  Germany,  where  that  leaf  is  still  favored  for  cigar  filler,  The 
German  interest  in  cigarettes,  however,  has  forced  Brazilian  tobacco  to  seek  wider 
markets , 
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Production  Prospects 

Reports  received  on  the  1925  tobacco  crop  are  generally  less  favoraole  than 
last  year*     Information  is  still  lacking,  however,  for  several  of  the  important 
foreign  tobacco  producing  countries,  so  it  is  impossible  to  make  any  statement  as 
to  the  probable  size  of  the  world  crop.     Estimates  of  production  in  five  countries 
reporting  to  date  indicate  a  crop  10,2  per  cent  below  the  crop  produced  by  these 
countries  in  1925  and  2.3  per  cent  below  that  of  1924,  but  an  increase  of  25.5  per 
cent  over  the  pre-war  average  in  these  countries.     The  reduction  is  accounted  for 
by  the  12.5  per  cent  decrease  in  the  United  States  crop. 

No  forecast  has  been  made  of  production  by  types  in  the  United  States  but 
according  to  a  statement  of  July  10  by  the  Crop  Reporting  Board  the  acreage  of 
cigar  types  as  a  group  declined  17  per  cent  as  compared  with  1925  while  the  total 
acreage  decreased  less  "than  5  per  cent.     The  bright  flue -cured  and  air-cured  groups 
show  the  least  change,  2  and  1  per  cent  decreases  respectively.    Tire-cured  types 
decreased  in  varying  amounts,  the  most  significant  change  being  in  the  western  fire- 
cured  type  of  Kentucky  and  Tennessee  which  fell  off  approximately  40  per  cent. 
Tobacco  production  in  Connecticut,  Pennsylvania  and  'Wisconsin,  which  produce  mostly 
cigar  types,  as  indicated  by  conditions  the  first  of  ^ugast  amounts  to  108,912,000 
pounds  compared  with  141,870,000  pounds  harvested  last  year,  a  decrease  of  23  per 
cent.    Production  in  all  other  states  is  indicated  to  be  1,093,972,000  pounds  com- 
pared with  1,232,530,000  pounds  last  year,  a  decrease  of  11  per  cent. 

}Jo  report  has  been  received  from  the  Dutch  East  Indies  where  a  superior  type 
of  cigar  wrapper  tobacco  is  produced.     Cuba,  also  famous  for  it's  cigar  wrapper  as 
well  as  filler  tobacco,  reported  favorable  conditions  during  the  early  part  of  the 
harvesting  season.    A  good  crop  was  expected,  according  to  a  trade  report.  Erom 
Brazil,  which  ranks  next  after  the  United  States  and  the  Dutch  East  Indies  in  raw 
tobacco  exports  and  which  ships  out  mostly  cigar  type,  current  reports  indicate 
generally  unsatisfactory  conditions.     Consul  Allan  Dawson  at  Rio  de  Janeiro  reports 
strong  winds  which  prove  harmful  in  parts  of  Bahia  where  the  bulk  of  the  Brazilian 
crop  is  produced.     He  also  reports  an  unsatisfactory  yield  in  states  where  harvest- 
ing was  in  progress,  namely  Rio  Grande  do  Sul ,  Kinas  G-eraes  and  Goyaz .  Moderate 
rains  in  Santa  Catharina  helped  the  crop  of  that  state.    The  tobacco  crop  of  the 
Dominican  Republic  is  considered  a.  failure  according  to  Consul". *J,  A,  .3ickers  at 
Puerto  Plata.    Regardless  of  the  fact  that  a  large  area  was  planted  to  tobacco  for 
this  year's  crop  and  that  replantings  rere  made  whenever  rains  permitted,  it  is 
estimated  that  the  export  crop  will  be  from  30  to  ^0  per  cent  of  last  year's  record 
production  of  50,000,000  pounds.    The  quality  of  the  crop  is  said  to  be  poor.  The 
growing  season  this  year  was  much  too  dry  for  tobacco  culture  according  to  the 
Consul.     A  considerable  decrease  in  the  tobacco  production  of  the  Philippine  Islands 
is  expected  because  of  the  early  advent  of  the  dry  season,  according  to  a  trade  re- 
port.   Essex  County,  Ontario,  Canada  reports  a  tobacco  acreage  10,000  acres  greater 
than  in  1924  according  to  Consul  H.  ?.  Hawley  at  Windsor.     The  increase  in  acreage 
will  be  devoted  chiefly  to  the  flue  cured  and  dark  types  of  tobacco. 

Reports  from  Europe  indicate  generally  satisfactory  conditions,     Greece,  whic. 
produces  a  cigarette  type  tobacco,  expects  to  harvest  a  crop  10  per  cent  below  last 
year's  record  crop  of  144,323,000  pounds  according  to  Consul  A.  Garrels  at  Athens. 
If  this  expectation  were  borne  out  the  crop  would  still  be  higher  than  any  other  crop 
in  recent  years.     Italy  with  a  10  per  cent  increase  in  acreage  reports  a  good  crop 
condition  on  July  1  as  compared  with  average  on  June  1,  1926  and  good  on  July  1,  1925 
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Italy  had  an  average  yield  of  918  pounds  per  acre  last  year  as  compared  with  951 
pounds  the  average  for  the  5-year  period  1920  to  1924.     Tobacco  growing  in  Italy 
which  produces  mostly  cigarette,  pipe  and  chewing  tobaccos,  is  especially  inter- 
esting due  to  the  rapid  increase  in  tho  industry  there.  .  Tobacco  acreage  increas 
from  an  acreage  of  20,383  acres  a  year  before  the  war  to  111,200  acres  in  1926. 
Bulgarian  acreage  has  also  increased  rapidly,  from  35,632  before  the  war  to 
123,600  in  1926,  but  the  Bulgarian  tobacco  is  of  the  Turkish  type  which  the  Unit 
States  is  importing  rather  than  exporting.     The  tobacco  crop  of  Hungary  at  the 
middle  of  July  was  slightly  backward  due  to  frequent  rains  according  to  the 
International  Institute  of  Agriculture .

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In  Czechoslovakia  the  crop  suffered  from  cold  and  rainy  weather  in  June. 
The  Institute  reports  that  snails  have  caused  damage  to  the  tobacco  crop  of 
Alsace. 

A  very  satisfactory  crop  is  being  harvested  in  Victoria,  Australia,  where 
about  11  percent  of  the  total"  crop  is  usually  harvested,  according  to  Vice 
Consul  Walter  T,  Costello  at  Melbourne.    Average  yield  of  1,000  pounds  cured 
leaf  per  acre  is  expected.    Pests  and  diseases  have  done  little  damage  and  the 
leaf  is  very  clean  and  sound.    The  Consul  states  that  the  growing  season  up  to 
March  was  one  of  the  driest  on  record  -and  the  crops  made  little  progress  until 
the  heavy  rains  occurred. 

For  the  1925  crop,  estimates  now  available  for  about  85  per  cent  of  the 
world's  crop  exclusive  of  India  and  China  amount  to  2,612,123,000  pounds,  com- 
pared with  2,714,217,000  pounds  in  the  same  countries  in  1924.     1924  was  a 
better  tobacco  year  than  usual,  however*    The  decrease  is  accounted  for  by  de- 
creases in  the  crops  of  Brazil,  Turkey  and  Cuba,  as  well  as  slight  decreases 
in  minor  countries.     The  total  Dutch  East  Indies  harvest  is  not  yet  reported 
but  production  on  the  Sumatra  East  Coast  was  reduced. somewhat .    The  decrease 
in  Turkish  cigarette  tobacco  was  partially  offset  by  an  increase  in  Greece. 

United  States 

Figures  cohering  the  year  ended  June  30,  1926,  shov-     *,hat  unmanufactured 
tobacco  exports  from  the  United  States,  528,000,000  pounds ,  have  made  suostantia; 
gains  over  the  preceding  year  and  over  the  average  for  the  years  1910-14,  but 
were  still  somewhat  below  the  557,000,000  pounds  exported  during  the  12  months 
ended  June  30,  1924.    Practically  all  the  European  markets  for  American  leaf  in- 
creased their  purchases  last  year  over  those  of  the  fiscal  year  1925,  with  Great 
Britain  still  in  the  lead,  taking  35  per  cent  of  the  total  exports.     Exports  to 
France,  which  reached  54,000,000  pounds,  returned  that  country  to  her  pre-war 
position  as  second  most  important  European  market  for  American  leaf  tobacco. 
Spain  held  that  position  for  the  fiscal  year  1925,  when  exports  to  that  country 
reached  nearly  33,000,000  pounds.     During  the  year  just  closed,  however,  Spain 
took  only  10,000  pounds.     Of  the  types  of  American  tobacco  exported,  bright  flue- 
cured  leaf  for  cigarettes  continues  to  lead,  with  324,000,000  pounds  for  1926. 

Of  the  markets  outside  of  Europe,  China  has  assumed  first  place,  taking 
98,000,000  pounds,  or  over  18  per  cent  of  the  total  exports,  against  7,000,000 
pounds,  or  less  than  2  per  cent,  of  the  pre-war  average.    For  the  la3t  2  years 
China  has  been  America's  second  best  customer  for  raw  leaf,  in  addition  to  being 
the  leading  importer  of  American  cigarettes.    During  the  pre-war  years  1910-14, 
when  the  United  States  exports  of  cigarettes  averaged  only  some  2,000,000 
annually,  the  Straits  Settlements  were  the  leading  market,  taking  about  45  per 
cent  of  the  total.     China  held  second  place  with  652,000  and  Siam  third  at 
137,000,     By  1924,  however,  China  absorbed  nearly  9,000,000  or  about  73  per  cent 
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of  a  total  of  12,000,000  exported.    Straits  Settlements  took. second  place  and  the 
Philippines  came  up  to  third,  with  some  increase  in  shipments  to  European  countries. 
In  1925,  total  exports  declined  to  little  over  8,000,000,  but  the  relative  importance 
of  markets  continues  along  the  lines  noted  for  19c--.

Netherlands 

While  tobacco  from  the  United  Stages  constitutes  a  relatively  small 
percentage  of  the  total  Dutch  trade,  doth  bonded  v:arehouses  receipts  of  the 
North  American  product  and  imports  for  domestic  consumption  during  the  first 
six  months  of  1925  show  a  considerable  increase  over  the  quantities  of 
American  leaf  handled  during  the  corresponding  period  of  1925,  Warehouse 
receipts  of  American  leaf  during  the  first  half  of  1925  totaled  5,930,000 
pounds  as  against  4,570,000  pounds  in  the  first  half  of  1525  while  imports 
for  consumption,  including  both  removals  f rom  warehouses  and  direct  imports, 
totaled  11,169,000  pounds  as  compared  with  9,065,000  pounds  last  year. 

The  bulk  of  tobacco  received  in  the  Netherlands  from  the  United  States 
is  retained  for  consumption,  exports  of  North  American  leaf  being  relatively 
small.     This  is  evidenced  by  the  fact  that  while  entries  of  United  states 
leaf  into  bonded  -arehouses  during  the  three  years  1923-25  averaged  23,_32,0CC 
pounds  annually,  imports  for  consumption,  including  direct  imports  and  re- 
movals from  bond,  averaged  21,682,000  pounds  annually.     As  total  imports  for 
consumption  from  all  countries  during  these  years  averaged  65,453,000  pounds 
annually,  it  is  seen  that  American  leaf  constitutes  approximately  53  per 
cent  of  the  average  annual  requirements  'of  the  consuming  population.     The  bulk 
of  the  balance  is  supplied  by  Java,  Sumatra,  Brazil  and  Turkey.

The  tobacco  market  of  the  Netherlands  is  of  international  importance  and 
the  extent  of  the  trade  is  indicated  by  the  receipts  into  and  exports  from 
bonded  warehouses.     Average  entries  of  unmanufactured  leaf  into  bond  during  the 
three  years  1923-25  were  333,824,000  pounds  annually  while  removals  for  export 
averaged  175,143,000  pounds  annually,     Over  245  million  pounds  of  unmanufactured 
leaf  were  entered  into  such  warehouses  during  1925,     Approximately  73  per  cent 
came  from  the  Dutch  East  Indies.    Removals  for  export  in  1925  were  in  the 
neighborhood  of  178  million  pounds.     Germany  usually  takes  about  75  per  cent  of 
such  exports , 

In  addition  to  the  quantities  mentioned,  there  is  a  large  transshipment 
trade  in  unmanufactured  leaf.     Such  transhipments  in  1925  totaled  37  million 
pounds,     Most  of  the  tobacco  thus  handled  comes  from  the  United  States,  Greece, 
Brazil,  the  Dominican  Republic,  and  Central  America,     Germany  takes  between  75 
and  80  per  cent  of  the  movement. 

The  major  portion  of  the  American  leaf  imported  into  the  Netherlands  is 
used  fcr  the  manufacture  of  pipe  and  cigarette  tobaccc*    Kentucky  tobacco  con- 
stitutes the  bulk  of  such  imports,  with  the  entire  line  cf  Kentucky  tobacco  in 
demand,  as  is  also  the  Maryland  product.     Most  of  the  dark  Virginia  and  dark 
Kentucky  tobaccos  imported  into  the  Netherlands  are  used  fcr  smoking  mixtures. 
Some  of  the  heavier,  thicker,  dark  Virginia  is  used  for  making  chewing  tobacco. 
Dark  Virginia  and  Kentucky  tobaccos  are  frequently  substituted  for  each  other. 
In  general  the  fired  eastern  product  is  preferred  to  the  air  cured  western  crop. 
The  latter  is  said  to  dry  c:r    too  quickly  and  to  lose  weight,     There  is  usually 
a  good  demand  for  bright  Virginia  which  is  used  in  the  manufacture. of '  cigarettes , 
There  is  also  a  good  demand  for  the  stems  of  choice  American  tobaccos.     Many  of 
these  stems  come  from  leaves  that  have  bean  dipped  in  flavoring  sauces  used  for 
chewing  tobacco,     V,rhen  cut  fine  and  properly  mixed  with  other  lighter  tobacco 
they  give  a  flavor  favored  by  German  pipe  smokers,     For  this  trade  a  choice  stem 
is  considered  better  than  poor  leaf.     There  is  also  a  limited  demand  fcr  Connecti- 
cut seed  leaf  tobacco.     This  is  used  as  a  substitute  binder  when  the- Java  BescQeJp. 
leaf  is  high  in  price.  Seed  leaf  is  also  occasionally  used  as  a  filler.-. 

purchases  of  American  tobacco  by  the  Dutch  manufacturers  are  made  as 
fellows:     At  the  beginning  of  the  season  American  dealers  buy  preliminary  lots 
oi  the  season's  offerings  from  growers  in  accordance  with  instructions  received 
from  contacts  in  Holland.     Samples  of  these  lots  are  sent  to  Rotterdam  and 
Amsterdam  with  tentative  prices.     The  Dutch  agents,  after  examining  the  samples, 
canvass  the  market,  determine  the  probable  demand  and  wire  a  firm  order  to  the 
American  dealer  who  then  buys  under  instruction  cf  his  Dutch  contacts.     The  large 
buyers  omit  the  agent  and  place  their  orders  with  the  x\merican  dealer  direct,  The 
American  dealer  receives  a  commission  from  the  Dutch  buyer  for  his  service.  Some 
Dutch  manufacturers  maintain  private  buyers  in  the  United  States  who  purchase 
direct  from  growers,     Other  manufacturers  send  a  representative  cf  the  firm  to 
America  each  year  to  supervise  purchases.     The  Dutch  dealers  buy  their  stocks  of 
tobacco  earlier  than  the  manufacturers,  in  order  to  prepare  to  sell  to  small 
manufacturers  who  may  not  be  able  to  buy  independently. 
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Amsterdam  is  the  most  important  cigar  leaf  market  in  the  world.    All  of 
the  Colonial  tobacco  sold  en  the  Amsterdam  and  Rotterdam  markets  is  disposed  of 
to  brokers  under  a  system  of  sealed  bids.  '  The  sales  begin  in  Iferch  and  extend 
over  most  of  the  year.     The  weekly  receipts-  from  individual  colonial  estates  may 
contain  50  parcels,  varying  in  size  from  200  to  over  1,000  bales.    Each  parcel  is 
divided  into  40  or  50  grades.     Samples  can  be  examined  by  buyers  in  the  various 
brokers"  offices  during  the  first  four  days  of  the  week  and  also  in  the  public  sales 
room.    The  actual  sales  occur  on  Friday,"  when  the  sealed  bids  are  opened.  ~acn 
bidder  must  submit  an  offer  which  ±ie>  thinks  will  be  higher  than  his  competitors!. 
The  result  is  that  in  many  ins  tances  tobaccos  sell  at  higher  prices  than  ".would 
obtain  under  the  open  auction  system  employed  in  the  United  States.

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THE  TOLD  TOBACCO  SITUATION,  COUT»D 
United  Kingdom 

The  United  Kingdom  is  one  of  the  world's  largest  importers  of  tobacco  and 
the  leading  market  for  United  States  exports.     The  hulk  of  the  British  imports 
consists  of  unmanufactured  leaf,  this  item  having  constituted  99.1  per  cent  of 
the  total  during  the  period  1921-25  and  97.3  per  cent  for  the  years  1909-13*  The 
roost  favored  tobacco  products  on  the  British  market  are  those  manufactured  from 
American  leaf,  of  which  bright  and  dark  Virginia,  dark  Kentucky,  Burley  and  seec-  -■ 
leaf  are  the  most  important.     The  British  market  usually,  takes  around  35  per  cent 
of  the  total  American  leaf  exports*    British  imports  of  Empire- grown  leaf,  while 
snail,  are  increasing.  , 

Eecent  industrial  difficulties  in  C-reat  Britain  appear  to  have  had  little 
or  no  effect  so  far  upon  the  consumption  of  tobacco  in  that  country..  Imports 
for  the  period  January-July  1925  reached.  .107,399,000  pounds,  of  which  83,693,000 
pounds  are  listed  as  coming  from  the  United  States.    These  figures  compare  with 
total  imports  for  the  same  period  of  1925  and  1924  of  77,311,000  pounds  and 
91,802, COO  pounds  respectively,  of  which  65,819,000  pounds  and  79,710,000  pcrcmds 
respectively  pre  credited  to  the  United  States.    Annual  figures  since  1920,  how- 
ever, tell  a  somewhat  different  story.    While  imports  for  the  years  1920-25  have 
exceeded  the  pre-war  average  by  wide  margins,  the  peal-  car.e-.in  1921,  when  227,357, 
CCO  pounds  were  imported,  of  which  94.3  per  cent  was  of  American  origin.  The 
lowest  point  in  the  six-year  period  came  in  1923,  with  imports  reaching  only 
173,038,000  pounds,  of  which  only  89.5  per  cent  was  American.    It  will  be  notice  5. 
ohat  the  post-war  high  and  low  points  correspond  clcs^ly  with  the  boom  times  of 
1919-21  and  the  depression  of  1922-23.     It  would  appear  from: the  movement  "of  the 
trade,  therefore,  that  protracted  industrial  depression  such  as  that  experience) 
in  1922-23  influences  adversely  the  consumption  of  tobacco  in  the  United  Eingdoti, 
since  only  a  small  fraction  of  the  quantities  imported  were  reaxported  during- 
the  years  under  review.  •

The  introduction  of  Empire  tobacco  into  Great  Britain  as  a  serious  com- 
petitor of  the  American  product  -would  revolutionise  the  whole  British  tobacco 
manufacturing  industry.     Consumers'}  taste  during  the  past  two  hundred  years  has 
become  educated  to  American  leaf  and  for  any  other  tobacco  to  make  headway  in 
the  British  market  it  must  be  able  to  substitute  for  the  American  product.  While 
a  sufficient  quantity  of  leaf  mught  be. grown  within  the  Empire  to  supply  British 
requirements,  it  would  take  years  before  a  range  of  type  approaching  the  American 
product  in  quality  could  be  obtained.     At  present  none  of  the  colonies  can  supply 
a  leaf  equal  in  quality  to  that  available  in  the  United  States.

Imperial  preference  thus  far  has  had  no  noticeable  effect  upon  imports 
from  the  United  States.     Imports  from  that  source  have  actually  increasedlduring 
the  last  three  years,  but  supplies  from  the  Empire  have  grown  at  a  more  rapid  rate 
than  have  those  of  American  origin.     Since  1921,  however,  British  imports  of  leaf 
tobacco  from  sources  other  than  the  United  States  and  the  Empire  have  declined 
sharply,  amounting  in  that  year  to  about  56,000,000  pounds  against  some  6,000,000 
pounds  in  1924,        The  most  popular  types  of  tobacco  in  the  United  Kingdom  are 
those  suitable  for  pipe  and  cigarette, 
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On  September  1,  1919  the  British  Government  reduced  the  tariff  rate  on 
Empire  grown  tobacco  to  five- sixths  of  the  full  rate.    .This  preference  was  increased 
on  July  i,  1925  to  three-fourths  of  the  regular  duty.     The  full  duty  on  stemmed  leaf 
at  present  is  8s.  2  l/2d.  or  $2.00  per  pound.     The  preference  reduces  the  rate  to 
$1.50  per  pound  for  tobacco  from  Empire  countries.     The  effect  of  the  preference 
is  evidenced  by  the  fact  that  during  the  five  years  1920-24  an  average  of  over 
14,100,000  pounds  of  raw  leaf  were  supplied  annually  by  the  Empire  countries  as 
compared  with  an  annual  average  of  only  1,598,000  pounds  during  1909-15,

THE  WORLD  TOBACCO  SITUATION,  C0NTfD 
France 

The  production  of  leaf  tobacco  in  Prance  including  Alsace  Loraine  during 
1925  amounted  to  43,185,000  pounds.     This  quantity  was  supplemented  by  imports  of 
99,732,000  pounds  from  foreign  countries  and  the  Colonies.     Deducting  exports  and 
reexports  of  551,000  pounds  the  quantity  available  for  consumption  totaled  142,365, 
000  pounds.     This  compared  with  the  annual  average  of  140,522,000  pounds  for  the 
five  years  1920-24,    During  that  period  the  domestic  crop  averaged  53,933,000 
pounds,  Imports  82,926,000  pounds  and  exports  and  reexports  1,337,000  pounds. 

These  statistics  show  that  over  a  period  of  years  Prance  produced  approxi- 
mately 42  per  cent  of  her  total  requirements.     Net  imports  from  the  Colonies  during 
the!92CP~24  period  averaged  about  5,000,000  annually.    Net  imports  from  the  United 
States  during  the  same  period  averaged  49,000,000  pounds  annually.  Practically 
none  of  the  imports  of  American  leaf  are  reexported-     During  this  five  year  period, 
therefore,  Prance  has  depended  upon  the  Colonies  for  about  4  per  cent  of  her 
annual  requirements  and  upon  the  UnitednStates  for  35  per  cent.     This  leaves  a 
balance  of  about  20  per  cent  to  be  supplied  by  other  countries  principally  Brazil, 
the  Dominican  Republic  and  the  Philippines,.

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Practically  the  entire  German  demand  for  better  grade  cigarettes  is 
met  "by  importing  tobacco  from  southeastern  Europe,  according  to  American 
consuls  in  the  tohacco  manufacturing  areas  of  southwest  Germany.     Very  small 
quantities  of  firaerican  or  domestic  leaf  are  used  for  cigarettes.    Under  present 
conditions,  the  use  of  such  tobaccos  in  cheap  cigarettes  is  unprofitable  since 
the  present  system  of  taxation  in  Germany  is  alleged  to  have  taken  the  profit 
out  of  cigarettes  which  sell  for  .3  cent  or  less  each.     Cigarettes  of  that 
grade  or  lover  are  those  which  contain  the  largest  amount  of  tobaccos  other 
than  "Turkish", 

P.eports  indicate  that  the  German  cigarette  industry  has  chared  the 
effects  of  the  general  economic  depression  prevalent  in  Germany.     During  the 
inflation  period  of  1923,  extensive  enlargements  and  additions  to  plants  were 
made,  resulting  in  a  productive  capacity  far  in  excess  of  normal  demand.  The 
present  tax  program,  effective  in  October  1925,  created  selling  difficulties 
in  addition  to  those  incidental  to  widespread  unemployment  in  other  industries. 
The  heavy  imports  of  tobacco  made  in  1925  were  largely  in  anticipation  of  the 
expected  tax  increases.     The  outlook  for  the  industry  is  felt  to  hinge  upon 
a  readjustment  of  the  tobacco  tax  which  would  make  profitable  the  manufacture 
of  the  cheaper  brands  of  cigarettes. 

Switzerland 

Of  the  numerous  tobaccos  found  in  Switzerland,  American  strains  are 
the  most  popular,  according  to  C.  M.  Hitch,  American  consul  at  Basel.  Exports 
to  that  country  from  the  United  States  have  increased  from  the  1910-14  average 
of  2, COO  pounds  to  2,486,000  pounds  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  1326  and  re- 
presented 0.5  per  cent  of  the  total  United  States  tobacco  experts  for  that  year. 
Total  Swiss  tobacco  imports  reached  9,675,000  pounds  in  the  calendar  year  1925, 
of  which  the  United  States  supplied  about  half,  according  to  the  consul.  It 
is  probable  that  substantial  quantities  of  American  tobacco  are  reexported  from 
original  destination  to  Switzerland.    Other  important  quantities  originated  in  the 
Butch  East  Indies,  Turkey,  Greece  and  Brazil.     Over  half  of  the  imported  tobacco 
is  handled  through  Basel, 

to 

Domestic  production  in  Switzerland  runs  from  1,322,000  pcunds/l ,763,000 
pounds  annually,  of  which  about  322,000  pounds  are  manufactured  for  domestic 
consumption.     In  1325  there  was  an  excess  of  about  880,000  in  the  domestic 
production  over  consumption  requirements  of  domestic  t2'Tes>  and  "che  government 
has  been  asked  to  subsidize  exporting.     It  is  reported,  however,  that  any 
government  aid  to  e;a?orting  would  be  accompanied  by  restrictions  on  areas 
planned  to  hold  production  down  to  the  country's  requirements  of  domestic  types. 
Of  the  imported  tobaccos,  so-called  American  types  grown  in  Italy  are  perhaps 
the  most  serious  competitors  of  genuine  American  leaf.     Although  of  admittedly  • 
inferior  quality,  the  Italian  product  finds  some  favor  in  the  Swiss  market 
since  it  cost  only  about  14  cents  per  pound  during  1925  against  about  50  cents 
for  .American  tobacco  of  a  somewhat  similar  strain,  duty  paid.     Imports  of  the 
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Italian  product  have  "been  increasing  in  recent  years,  reaching  166,000  pounds 
in  1925.     The  duty  on  the  Italian- American  strain  is  $15.00  per  100  pounds 
when  used  for  any  purpose  except  ~for  cigarettes.     The  American  leaf  of  similar 
strain  pays  $22., 00  per  100  pounds  if  used  for  the  same  purposes.  Cigarette 
types  pay  as  high  as  $70.00  per  100  pounds.     Freight  charges  from  ship r s  side 
at  Antwerp  to  the  Basel  railway  station  come  to  about  30  cents  and  42  cents 
per  100  pounds  fcr  bales  and  "barrels  respectively.     Handling  charges  from  car 
to  dealer's  warehouse  run  tc  about  3  cents  per  100  pounds. 


Argentina 

Argentina,  is  interested  in  developing  further  her  foreign  markets  for 
tabasco,  according  to  Henry  Morgan,  American  Consul  General  at  Buenos  Aires,, 
Present  domestic  market  conditions  are  said  to  be  attended  by  such  extreme  price 
fluctuations  that  growers  are  anxious  to  increase  exports  beyond  the  usual  7  per 
cent  of  the  annual  crop,  p.  aotically  all  of  which  goes  to  Uruguay.  Production 
in  1925  was  estimated  at  20,390,000  pounds  against  18,790,000  pounds  for  1924. 
Domestic  requirements  are  supplemented  by  imports  which  in  1924  amounts!  to  75  per 
cent  of  the  domestic  crop.  Exports  to  Argentina  from  the  United  States  have 
increased  from  the  1910-14  average  of  2,103,000  pounds  to  2, £352,000  pounds  and 
2,756,000  pounds  in  the  years  ended  June  30,  1925  and  1926  respectively.     In  the 
latter  year.  United  States  exports  to  Argentina  represented  0,5  per  cent  of  our 
total  tobacco  exports. 

Tobacco  in  Argentina  competes  with  sugar  cane  for  the  available  irrigation 
water  in  the  regions  beat  suited  to  tobacco,  according  to  the  Consul  General* 
Cane  production  has  been  increasing  in  recent  years,  and  tobacco  growers  are  said 
to  have  found  themselves  without  water  at  critical  periods  of  the  season*  Govern- 
ment irrigation  projects  are  expected  to  relieve  that  situation  somewhat.  Accord- 
ing to  the  Argentine  Department  of  Agriculture,  the  area  planted  to  tobacco  in  the 
crop  year  1924-25  was  8,305  hectares  against  8,824  hectares  in  1923-24.  The 
area  decreased  6  per  cent,  but  yield,  per  acfe  is  said  to  have  increased  to  about 
1 ,0*00  paunds,     .  resulting  in  the  larger  crop  of  1925.     Unskilled  labor  is 
plentiful,  but  good  tobacco  cultivators  are  scarce.     Losses  from  disease  and 
pests  are  reported  at  from  10  to  40  per  cent  of  the  crop,  but  there  appears  to 
be  considerable  interest  in  increasing  output  if  the  export  market  can  be  en- 
larged.

" Canada 

Canada  depends  for  about  hall  of  its  tobacco  requirements  on  foreign 
countries,  the  bulk  of  tho  imports  being  supplied  by  i.re  United  States.  The 
provinces  of  Ontario  and  Quebec  produce  practically  all  of  the  tobacco  grown  in 
the  Dominion.     The  production  of  these  provinces  in  1925  amounted  to  '29,255,000 
pounds  from  an  area  of  27,015  acres.    Adding  to  that  mount  the  14,944,000  pounds 
of  unmanufactured  tobacco  imported  during  the' fiscal  year  ended  March  31,  1926, 
and  deducting  from  the  resultant  supply  the  2,933,001;  pounds  of  unmanufactured 
tobacco  shipped  out  of  tho  country  during  the  same  period,  it  will  be  seen  that 
the  quantity  retained  for  consumption  amounted  to  41,215,000  pounds.     This  is 
equivalent  to  4.4  pounds  per  capita.

The  large  returns  realised  from  the  sale  of  the  1925-26  crop  together  with 
the  prospect  of  gaining  an  increasing  marhet  for  their  leaf  in  Canada  as  a  result 
of  Imperial  Preference  has  stimulated  interest  in  producing  for  the  e::port  market. 
The  regular  duty  on  tobacco  in  the  United  Kingdom  is  3s  3d  per  pound  hut  the  Empire 
product  is  given  a  preference  of  2s  per  pound  so  that  tobacco  from  Canada  is  taxed 
anly  $1.50  a  pound  while  the  same  product  from  the  United  States  has  to  pay  S2.CC 
a  pound*    British  manufacturers  and  leaf  merchants  are  agreed  that  Canadian  leaf 
is  more  similar  to  the  American  than  .'that  grown  in  any  of,  the  other  Bnpire  produc- 
ing areas.     High  proportions  of  Canadian  leaf  car  he  used  in  the  manufacture  of 
"blends  while  the  use  of  hut  small  amounts  of  other  Umpire  tobaccos  is  at  once 
noticeable.     This  is  important  since  the  bulk  of  the  tobacco  consumed  in  the  United 
Kingdom  for  the  past  200  years  has  come  from  the  United  States  and  the  taste  of 
British  consumers  is  educated  to  the  flavor  of  the  American  product.  Canada  there- 
fore has  a  great  advantage  over  the  other  tobacco  producing  areas  of  the  Umpire.

China 

The  increasing  importance  of  China  as  a  market  for  American  tobacco- 
is  an  outstanding  feature  of  the  United  States  tobacco  trade.     In  the  year 
ending  June  50,  1926  the  United  States  exports  of  leaf  tobacco  to  China 
amounted  to-  98,142,000  pounds  or  19  per  cent  of  the  total  exports  from 
this  country  as  compared  with  53,933,000  or  13  per  cent  in  the  preceding 
year.     Thus  China  strengthened  the  position  it  has  held  for  some  years  as 
second  only  to  the  United  Kingdom  as  a  market  fcr  American  leaf  tobacco. 
At  the  same  time  China  is  by  far  the  largest  foreign  market  for  United  States 
cigarettes  taking  in  the  last  fiscal  year  5,499,000  cigarettes  or  65  per 

cent  of  the  total.     This  was,  however,  a  considerably  smaller  amount  than 
was  shipped  to  China  in  the  two  preceding  fiscal  years.     The  increasing  im- 
ports of  leaf  tobacco  when  considered  in  the  light  of  the  smaller  takings  of 
cigarettes  is  indicative  of  a  tendency  for  cigarettes  manufactured  in  China 
irom  imported  leaf  to  displace  to  some  extent  the  imported  cigarettes.

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The  relative  importance  of  the  United  States  as  a  source  of  China's 
cigarette  imports  is  indicated  by  the  Chinese  customs  returns.    According  to 
that  authority  the  total  imports  of  cigarettes  in  1924,  the  last  year  for 
which  detailed  statistics  are  available,  amounted  to  9,883  million  of  which 
the  United  States  supplied  81  per  cent  as  compared  with  6,3  per  cent  from 
the  Hongkong,  5.5  per  cent  from  the  United  Kingdom  and  5.0  per  cent  from 
Canada.     A  considerable  part  of  the  imports  attributed  to  Hongkong  are  pro- 
bably of  American  origin  although  it  is  impossible  to  ascertain  the  exact 
proportion.     The  United  States  supplies  an  even  larger  proportion  of  the  un- 
manufactured tobacco  imported  into  China.     In  1924  China  imported  93,095,000 
pounds  of  unmanufactured  tobacco  of  which  86  per  cent  came  from  the  United 
States  and  4.2  per  cent  from  Japan  while  8.0  per  cent  of  the  total  was  at- 
tribute a  to  Hongkong.

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INCREASE  IN  SHEEP  IN  SEVEN  COUNTRIES  REPORTING  TO  DATE 


Official  and  other  estimates  from  7  countries,  which  had  about  a  third  of 
the  world's  sheep  in  pre-war  ti  ices,  show  an  increase  in  the  number  of  sheep  from 
303,259,(300  in  1925  to  207,700,000  in  192S  or  an  increase  of  2  per  cent.  This 
number  is  however,  still  5  per  cent  below  pre-war.    Of  these  countries  which  are 
the  United  States,  England  and  ".."ales,  France,  Spain,  Germany,  Australia  and  New 
Zealand  the  only  ones  not  showing  a  steady  increase  since  1923  are  Spain  and  Ger- 
many.   Spain,  however,  shows  an  increase  over  1925  while  Germany  shows  a  decrease 
Detailed  figures  are  as  follows:
